This 
luonieuious change is due cnlsfly to 
tne taking of piacea vacL.ed by enlist¬ 
ing men. The necessity forced on 
many women through the lose of bread 
winners is also an influence. and there 
la a general tendency or inventive gen¬ 
lua in every Industry to d.vlaa means 
of transferring work from men to wo 
men Every inventto \ mat enables 
women on a large scale to do wore 
formerly requiring men means a large 
volume of piofit through the economy 
effected Towards the primitive coudi 
non is which woman maintains and 
man defends the race the progress of 
invention Is moving. 

Another suggestive statistical dis¬ 
closure la that the female population 
of London exceeds the male by over 
one million. This presents a problem 
to all who strive to arrest the chang¬ 
ing tendency and contend that wo¬ 
man’s place Is the home There must 
be a million- homeless to provide for, 
and the aggregate excess of tbe fe¬ 
male population la likely to lacrease

Canadians Pledging Themselves to 
Give In Monthly Installments to 
Rollof Fund 

A cheque for $26 will keep one Bel¬ 
gian war victim from starvation 
nearly a year. Thla seems Incredible 
to Canadians, who, In many Instances, 
spend that much a week to supply 
their tables. Twenty-five dollars will 
buy ten begs of floor and one bag of 
flour is more than sufficient to keep 
one Belgian mother, wife or child 
from want a month. 

nines this has become known a 
targe number of Canadians have 
pledged themselves to give $26, not in 
one lump sum, but $2.60—one bag of 
flour—a month for ten months to the 
Belgian Relief Committee of Mont¬ 
real. This committee, which U com¬ 
posed of some of the most promineat 
financial and business men In Canada 
la administering the business of relief 
almost without expense and sxpects 
to bring tbe two million dollars’ worth 
of food and supplies to Belgium last 
spring up to five million before the 
close of tbe winter. 

The situation has never been as 
bad aa It la now, accord I ng to Informa¬ 
tion from the officials In Belgium 
Never was starvation ao Imminent as 
now. At times there are supplies for 
but one day and the enormity of the 
problem of feeding over two millions 
of hungry—yea starving—women and 
children under such circumstances

And our people havo lived 
up to it In full meature. 1 aay our 
people advisedly, meaning to exclude 
those wnose “hyphens” still attach 
them to their native or ancestral land. 
Had we not, however, a right to feel 


strong, brave government which would 
always maintain American honor even 
to action If necessary (or American 
rights and righteousness between man 
and man and nation and nation. 

We uavc remains- aa a people su¬ 
pinely quiescent under such a series 
ui luviucnts as Have never before Ir¬ 
ritated the patriotic stint of any peo¬ 
ple without being soundly and thor¬ 
oughly resented and redressed. 

American self respect la being bar¬ 
tered through the means of high 
sounding words for the flesh pots of a 
temporary soft and delightful peace 
*nu prosperity wulch we all ao much 
love when it can be ours righteously. 

The pen la indeed mightier than the 
•word, except outy when we uae our 
pen and the other fallow uses hla 
sword. 

1 have always, until the historical 
record of the past few yeara, especial¬ 
ly the last alghlean months, bean 
proud of being an American. I bad 
fall that there waa no serious blot 
upon uur record as a nation. 1 nad 
felt that I could travel the world 
around and be respected as an Ameri¬ 
can by reason of what our generation 
and those gone before had written In¬ 
to the records of the United 8 tatee of 
America, sometimes even with the 
good red blood of reai men. 

Today, however, on what can be 
based s feeling of pride In being an 
American. In view of recent history? 

The tragedy of Mexico. Incontroverl- 
ibly from the records of George Har¬ 
vey in the North American Review, le 
a pitiful picture of American dishon¬ 
or. 

Yet it la mmere shadow to the great 
er dishonor heaped upon ua by the 
records of the European war. 

Do wa really want to be a discredit¬ 
ed aud dishonored nation? Do our 
people really understand what la being 
done to them aa a whole? Do they 
know, 1 ask, that the honor of Ameri¬ 
cans is being sold for dishonorable 
quietude? 

Do they know that all tba American 
people have striven for from the day$ 
of Washington through the times of 
Lincoln and McKinley la slipping 
I through our Angers? 

We are not a warlike people. Yet 
we have never before In history lived 
under a regime of “watchful waiting*’ 
or been counseled by our readers to be ; 
“too proud to fight," no matter what 
the dishonor. 

If ever on earth waa a man of peace. 
It waa Lincoln. Yet not for a moment 
did he hesitate to meet the policy of 
“blood and iron" like for like. We ra 
vere his sainted memory and wa also 
revere tbe memory of the men who 
fought against him. Wa hold In dis¬ 
honor and dlsrepect Lha pacificists of 
that day. as we do and will those of 
today. 

And now cornea the sinking of the 
Persia- This Incident la, however, of 
no moment. Our disgrace came with 
the murder of Belgium. We also had 
signed The Hague Convention Our 
disgrace attaches 19 the Lusitania, and 
our methods of asserting American¬ 
ism. Our disgrace thereafter comes 
from Washington. D.C. . 

Our governemnt has now reached 
the point of “Indemnity “ What !• to 
be the price of dead Americana and of 
the honor of our country? 

Am 1 oversenstlve In feeling that my 
•elf respect as an American Is weak¬ 
ened, has shrunken, la declining. Is 
< van a thing of lha peat? Sometimes 
I wonder ai our passiveness under In¬ 
sult Why Is It? 

I was brought up and trained In the 
Idea that It waa the duty of the gov¬ 
ernment to protect the rights of even 
the moat unimportant American wher¬ 
ever over the broad world ha -might 
roam on business or pleasure. 

I was taught to believe it a duty to 
serve In the militia, to do my share 
In serving the States and the Nation, 
to aland for national self respect snd 
domestic unity'find law and order. 

Today we cannot fill the ranks of 
the state troops We have advocates 
of peace—peace at any price—when 
there la no peace with honor to be had. 

Let us forget Belgium and the sol¬ 
emn Imperial Treaty—If wa can as 
good Americana. We can still send the 
survivors food snd clothing with the 
consent of the conqueror (at which ha 
doubtlesN laughs amusedly, as all be¬ 
ing wtthlu the food calculations of the 
general staff) for permission to do 
which w« apply to His Excellency the 
German Ambassador who Is still rep¬ 
resenting His Imperial Majesty, the 
Invader, In Washington. 

Let us forget the rape of Belgium. I 
say. and read the following Instruc¬ 
tions to free Americans to be noted 
snd acted upon or suffer the penalty 
of death

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New Trench Cape Are Issued 

The 77th battalion of Ottawa la tba 
first In Canada to be Issued the new 
trench cape which are superseding 
the time honored fur wedges aa a 
soldier's head drase in the winter 
time.

"1 had an interesting chat with s 
young German subaltern who has 
fought on the eastern front as well 
as the western from. He told me 
some stories of hts experience. He 
said: The world may nevsr be told 
wbet It cost us 1 blood to take War¬ 
saw. We thought we had an easy 
leak, and that the Russian armies 
would fly before us. The Emperor 
paid us many visits, and not once, 
but on every occasion that be spoke 
to ua we were told with all the cer¬ 
tainty that words could convey that 
the total annihilation of the Russians 
wag only a matter of course Be¬ 
hind us we left miles on miles of 
deed and wounded, end to fill up the 
ranks we were compelled to bring 
reinforcements from the western 
front. These shared a similar fate 
to the armies that hed preceded 
them. The battle for Warsaw waa 
one of the greatest of the war. For 
a long time It waa touch and go, and 
whan we entered the city we were 
a broken and wornout army. There 
was no booty left for us The Rua

Tire prominent question of to-day ia 
tlw United Staten la that of the navy.and 
it ia astonishing to tlw newspaper reader 
how very inoch difference of opiniou 
live re ia emoog the expert* aa to what 
the aiae of tlw navy should Iw, and how 
ita strength alien finished, ought to 
stand in relation to tlw uavlcs of other 
world powers. 

On one tiling, however, they seem to 
agree, and that ia that the United State* 
navy ought to be ao increased and stren¬ 
gthened as to be able to prevent tlw 
possibility of invasion by af-.reign power. 
And Fresilient Wilson ia touring (Iw 
country making speeches about what ia 
nearaaary in thia direction. 

This activity would appear to nullify 
tlw theory that Uw present war ie for 
the aappreaaiou of militarism, in fact, it 
alters tlw whole outlook. 

At Uw outbreak nl the present war we 
believed, end we still believe, that Great 
Britain and Iter Allisa wrut to war with 
Germany for the sole purpose of potting 
Germany in bar place, in thing her Hv* 
Cip to some decent form of international 
civilisation, and. last but not leaat, to 
smash the IToasian militaiy machine 
which had been capable in Uw first place, 
of throwing the whole of Europe into war 

Thia being the case, then, from Uw 
standpoint of the Allies, this war Is one 
against war and for peace. We believe 
that our fluty ia something in the nature 
of a Croaedr against uunstrained force 
and for Uiat purpose our snuias am at 
present rntrenched 

On Uw oUwr hand, the United Bute* 
ia pregaring Uw way for a larger navy 

What ia aiw doing 14 for? la II with 
Uw fixed idea Uiat Uw present war will 
not see Uw baginuing of inure establish 
sd peace among Uw tuitions, rendered ao 
by international policing and agreement, 
or ia it that she, looking Into Uw future, 
notes her influence toward* Uw peaceful 
government of international affaire 
through being well inucdT

The Calgary. Vacant Lots Garden Club 
has held its first meeting and f energetic 
means are to be used to cultivate the 
unoccupied land throughout Uw city. 

Tlw seeming appearance of Spring lias 
no doubt brought the Club to tlw work 
thus early. It would hardly be possible 
(or a town the sise of Vnkian to consider 
snyUiing so ambitions aa this sclwtue, 
but it is quite possible sod not a bit too 
early to refer to the annual qqggUuu of 
gardrns. Last season an appreciable 
difference was made to tlw towu mrough 
the medium of gardens, much more in¬ 
terest bring taken in Uw cultivation of 
Uw home plot than before, and thia yaar 
ought tom ■ further impetus to the 
beautifying of the town by UiU means. 

Tlw Womens Institute last year inaug 
united a plan of prise giving for Uw beat 
gardens, but as far aa snyUiing was after¬ 
wards I ward of it the scheme must have 
fallen through, for no award seems to 
have bran made. But whether Uwre ia 
prise giving or oot ought not to infloenev 
those who have Uw opportunity In make 
a garden, and thia year Uwre should be 
quite a good showtug In thia direction, in 
the town, provided, of course, Uiat the 
byelaw regulating animal* kept in towu 
will allow a garden to be started.

SEA POWER OF GREAT BRITAIN 

SPELLS THE DOOM OF GERMANY

THE FORCE TO BE USED TO DICTATB PEACE TERM^

In Only One Wif Can Germany Ever Hope (o Penuade Britain 
to Permit Her Ship* to Sail the Scaa, and that will be by 
Relinquiahinf all Territorial Gaina Made by the War 


la amarine the war Oarmanjr hoe ad 
inti expected to defeat France and 
Ruse la with eaea. Her statesmen 

counted not perhaps upon permanent 
British neutrality, but upon a tempor¬ 
ary paralysis of Urtiteu statesman- 
amp, which would permit her gen¬ 
erals to i opeat the success of 1170 
and enabte her to confront Or eat 
Britain with a atupendoua accomplish¬ 
ed fact. The prompt entrance of 
Great Britain Into lha war wholiy 
transformed the situation, eaya the 
New York Tribune, and, despite the 
military failure of the British to the 
present moment, hia been the domin¬ 
ant factor in the defeat of Germany; 
that it, in the foiling and thwarting of 
what were the mala purposes of Ger¬ 
man statesmanship at the beginning. 
In losing control of the sea, or rather 
in losing the ability to use the sea. 
Germany loet a decisive battle far 
more serious than that at the Marne. 
The* final aupprecslon of the submar¬ 
ine campaign, which survive# -now 
only aa eporatlc raids succeed 1 in sink¬ 
ing an occasional «hip of relatively 
email importance, ended, the naval 
phsse of the war and brought what is. 
so far, the only decision in any cam¬ 
paign that has been opened. 

Hare one strikes at tbe heart of 
the real disaster that this war has 
already foreshadowed for German In¬ 
dustry. Before the war Germany dom¬ 
inated Russian markets; she was able 
through the terms of the Treaty of 
Frankfort, to sell advantageously In 
France. Bat both Russia and France 
have taken back their ecnomlc free¬ 
dom and both have strongly Indicated 
their purpose to discriminate hereaf¬ 
ter against German manufactures. Un¬ 
questionably British product* and 
those of the United 8iatee conceiv¬ 
ably. will receive more favorable tar¬ 
iff treatment than Germany when the 
war is over. Again, up to the pres¬ 
ent moment Great Britain has com¬ 
peted with Germany on s parity in 
her home colonies. Nothing is more 
certain than that after the war there 
will be Imperial preference, and prob¬ 
ably international preference, between 
France sod Great Britain and their 
respective colonies. 

Now. taking the war as a contest 
between France end Greet Britain on 
tbe one hand and Germany on the 
other, what has happened? First of 
all, Germany has occupied some 8.400 
square miles of French territory 
That area had a population of tome 
1.500,uru before the war, but all the 
men were cleared out before Germany 
came, by the mobilisation. It con¬ 
tained the busiest Industrial plants, 
the richest coal and iron mines. Tbe 
possession of both has been of great 
advantage to Germany, and France 
hits suffered severely By the loss of 
them. But, on the other band. Ger¬ 
many has lost all of her colonies; 
most of them have been actually con¬ 
quered; only German East Africa la 
practically Intact, and even here the 
British hnve occupied the coast All 


Shooting at Close Target 

glory From Gallipoli Tolo of Work of 
Now Zealanders 

Romarkabie performances In the 
way of close shooting upon the Galli¬ 
poli Peninsula are recorded of the 
New Zealand howitzers and held 
guns Tbe New Zealand official war 
correspondent. Malcolm Roes, reports 
that toward the end of August a 
major of Infantry telephoned, calling 
attention to the fact that the New Zea¬ 
land howltsers were dropping shells 
Into a Turkish trench only five yards 
in front of the trench occupied by 
hie men He therefore asked the 
battery to cease Bring at that par¬ 
ticular trench of the Anemy. Tbe 
reply was (hat the firing was being 
don* purposely. Inasmuch as tbe bat¬ 
tery commander fully trusted hie 
men and his guns even with a mar 
gin of only five yards. Tbe reason 
tor this close Ure was because the 
Infantrymen in the front trench had 
apparently run out of bomba and 
were being severely dealt with by 
*the Turks. 

During tbe Turkish counter stuck 
on the night of May 19. the New 
Zealand No. S battery of Held artil¬ 
lery fired. 811 rounds of shrapnel U 
Turkish trenches only 20 yards dis¬ 
tant from the Australasian trenches. 
The shells shrieked continuously 
over the heads of the Australasians 
crouching in ihelr trenches and 
throughout the night there was only 
one premature burst. As it was n 
dark night and the range only 1.000 
yards, giving necessarily a very flat 
trajectory, "the feat." the correspon¬ 
dent says, "involved accurate and 
careful 'laying* on the part of the 
gunners The slightest error, such 
as the short iiettlog of s fuse, would 
have been, serious under aoch clrcum- 
•unces." 

But that close shooting In the Dar¬ 
danelles operation occasionally ac- 
cldeoully workad havoc among the 
British forces Is shown by the fact 
that on the afternoon of August 8th. 
when Col. Mslone, with a handful of 
New Zealand Infantrymen, was act¬ 
ually within sight of the Narrows, 
having surmounted the Sari Bahr 
ridge, he was killed by shrapnel be¬ 
ing fired hr British warships at the 
baavy Turkish counter attack, and 
that there were numerous other 
casualties among the New Zealand¬ 
ers from the same cause. 

Striking a Balance 

As Between Great Britain and Ger¬ 
many, the British Have the Beet 
of the Argument

Constantine Praises 

Lord Kitchener 

Kitchener's Logic end Stories of War 

Convinced All Who Heard Him 

Field Marshal Earl Kitchener left 
a very vivid Impression on the Athea 
lan population and especially on Con 
stantlne I, King of the Greeks. Speak¬ 
ing of the British war minister's visit, 
the Greek monarch said to the A.P. 
correspondent: 

"1 am a soldier. Kitchener la a sold¬ 
ier. We speak the same language 

and we understood one another per¬ 
fectly from the outset. " 

One story which Lord Kitchener 
told In Athena made e particularly 
deep impression. No public account 
of the Incident has ever been given. 

"When the manoeuvres of the 
grant fleet were held about a month 
ago north of Scotland." said Lord 
Kitchener, "eight German submar¬ 
ines of the newest and strangest 
type went out with the purpose of 
getting to the fleet and playing hav¬ 
oc with the manoeuvres. One came 
to grief in our North 8ea net. The 
others nosed through and approach¬ 
ed the fleet. But there was another 
net heading them off. They tried to 
break through to get around, to find 
an opening, but there waa none. Two 
more were lost In this effort. Finally 
the remainder decided to return to 
their bases at Heligoland. But they 
could no longer find the way out. 
The gate In the net had been closed. 
Two were lost desperately trying to 
get through. Tbe remaining three 
Anally were forced to come to the 
surface and surrendered themselves. 
We took them intact—crewe. submar* 
inea and all." 

Another declaration of the Britlah 
war minister made to General Dous- 
maris. the chief of the Greek general 
staff, waa leas favorably received in 
Athene. 

"Suppose the Germans do conquer 
Egypt," he la credited with saying. 
'Suppose they extend their line 
throughout Turkey and hold the Eu¬ 
phrates valley. Suppose they take 
India. What then? We ehall get it 
all back when wo defeat the Ger¬ 
mane in France. The war Is not go¬ 
ing to be fought out In Egypt or in 
India or the Balkans. It is going to 
be fought out In Germany." 

King Constantine's only comment 
was: "It's all,very well for England 
to talk about what ah* will get hack 
at the war's end. But we Greeks 
live in the Balkans." 

The Banker and Farmer 

Prosperity of the Bank and Farm Go 
Hand In Hand 

The banker stands close to the 
farmer. He Is in position to know 
about the farmer and his business. 
When the farmer goes to a bank to 
| borrow money the banker learns bie 
financial circumstances; hi* various 
j sources of income; the kind of farm¬ 
er hd la; the number of children he 
has, and whether his wife works in 
the field. We would not claim that 
the banker is no’ modest because be 
pries so deeply into the farmer's af¬ 
fairs aa he doe not do It through 
personal Inquisitiveness, but to get 
at the facte concerning the security 
Tor the loan. However, it makeg no 
difference aa to the reason why the 
banker asks questions t^at will un¬ 
fold the farmer’s affaire; he gets 
, them and what la more the farmer ia 
willing to confide in tbe good tanker. 

In many Instances, the banker 
doe* not need to ask any questions, 
for he already knows the character 
of the farmer, his Income, and all 
matters pertaining to bis welfare. 
The farmer's business is an open 
hook. He cannot hide his wealth. 
His buildings and Improvements are 
tn the full glare of God's sunlight; 
the crops ere in his fields or gran¬ 
ary. and stock will be found In pas¬ 
ture or stable. The value of im¬ 
provements can be Judged, the fields 
measured, and ths cattle counted, and 
the value of all recorded There is 
no basement business in farming. It 
Is all done above the ground. 

But there la another side to this 
question which la complex and needs 
a business Judgment to solve. It is 
the combining of forces of the farm 
to produce the largest as well as the 
most profitable crops. Farming ia 
more end more requiring a keen 
business Judgment, and the banker 
is willingly assisting the farmer ia 
the adoption of better business 
methods. 

Not all bankers have seen this nor 
Informed tnemseives upon the bust- 
I nets practices of farming, for re¬ 
cently our attention was called to a 
rather stupid act of a banker He 
had lent money to e certain farmer 
for a year for the purpose of pur¬ 
chasing some dairy heifer calves. At 
the end of the year the banker de¬ 
manded hie money, so tbe farmer 
was forced ip sell bis heifers. The 
banker had not helped this man by 
lending him money In fact he In¬ 
jured him. If he bad extended the 
loan till the heifers began to return 
something to the farmer the banker 
would have helped both the farmer 
and himself. 

It la a hopeful sign to note tbat 
most bankers are informing them¬ 
selves upon business methods of 
farming so that they can render the 
farmer a good business Judgment. 
At tbe recent Banker Farmer con¬ 
vention there was a motto on the wall 
tbat reads a# follows: "Take inter¬ 
est in the farmer as well as from 
him " The banker who le not will¬ 
ing to do this and to lend money up¬ 
on the basis that will be to the bee*, 
advantage of the farmer Is short 
sighted aa to his own welfare. Th? 
prosperity of the bank and farm gc 
hand In band.

If the women of Manitoba, after get- 
ting the vote, want to elect members 
of their own sex to the legislature, t 
they will be free to do eo. Ihla opin¬ 
ion waa expresaed In government 
circles. It le known that the govern¬ 
ment has considered the problem and > 
the statement was mad* that a dec! 
slon haa been reached, the gvern- 
ment being prepared, It la reported, 
to pass the necessary legislation 
should the women express e desire to 
have feminine representatives In the t 
house. 0 

In actual fact, the admission of a 
large new class to the rights of the 
franchise no doubt Implies recognl 
tlon of Ita right to choose its own 
representatives. It la pointed out. 
however, that the enfranchisement of 
the women will not In Itself remove 
their present disqualification for elec¬ 
tion to the bouse. The education law 
defines the qualifications required of 
candidates, and among them It la re¬ 
quired that they shall be of the male 
sex. In order to admit \ omen to the 
house the statutes would have to be 
amended redefining the qualifications 
of candidates. 

More than one cabinet mllnster, it 
le be I lee vd. holds the view that the 
enfranchisement or women must 
bring In Us train the speely abolition 
of all discriminations against them. 

Sinking of Submarine 

Gunner of "•erelong" Gives Details of 

Action 8howing Cowardice of 
Germane 

The London Dally Chronicle pub 
lishea tbe story of a gunner who waa 
a member of the Bars long's crew, 
concerning the attack on the Nlcoaian 
and the sinking of a German submar¬ 
ine. 

"On August 18 at 2 pm." says the 
gunner, "we received e wireless mes¬ 
sage from the Nlcoaian, saying she 
-a* being chased by a German sub¬ 
marine. VV* accordingly proceeded 
full spend to ber assistance. At 3 
p.m. we sighted the Nlcostan, which 
was being shelled by tbe submartnd, 
while the crew was getting the life¬ 
boats out 

“We got plenty of ammunition ready 
on the poop and at 3.30 p.m. the mar¬ 
ines took cover behind the bulwarks 
on the port side of tbe afterdeck with 
rifles. The gunners also took cover 
behind their guns. The excellent sea¬ 
manship of our captain brought our 
■ hip up on .the starboard of tbe Ntco- 
sian. the submarine being on the port 
side, so that for a few mlnutea we 
were hidden from the submarine's 
view. During that short Interval we 
cleared for action, trained our guns, 
set the sights for 700 yards and hoist¬ 
ed the white ensign. 

"Aa soon us we appeared a rout d 
the bow of the Nlcoaian the subraar- 
tie fired one shot at us. which went 
wide. The marines then opened with 
a well aimed vo ey. which awept the 
decke of the submarine and seemed to 
demoralise the crew, for they immed¬ 
iately left their guns and rushed for 
the conning tower, several going over¬ 
board, but whether they were shot by 
1 rifle fire or dived over In panic, I can 
not say. ^ 

"We then opened fire with our port ', 
end stern guns, but the first shot bit 1 , 
short. However, it may have hit the J 
submarine beneath the waterline. The 
next shot hit the conning tower which 
appeared to be split In half, sending 
two men flying Into the sir. The next | 
end succeeding xhots all hit tbe sub¬ 
marine which gradually sank, every¬ 
one of her cfew being either drowned 
or shot, and only a few parts of 
bodies and a large quantity of oil re¬ 
maining on the surface. 

"Not ony were their two guns of 
heavier calibre then ours. but. In ad¬ 
dition. they had several torpedo tubes, 
whereas we could only get two guns 
to beer upon them. If they had stuck 
to their guns they would at U-aat have 
stood a sporting chance, but appar 
ently German submarines, although 
always ready to attack defenseless 
merchant ships and kill and malm 
their passengers and crews, have no 
atomarh for flghtlnfe armed ships of 
hie majesty's navy, eVen when the 
odda ere In their favor. 

National Registratkn 

In New Zea'and 

Similar Plan Might Possibly he 

Adopted to Raise Half Million 
Troops Here 

Detail! of the national registration 
act recently passed by tbe New Zea¬ 
land parliament have been received 
by the department of trade and. com¬ 
merce. The act Is of interest to Can¬ 
ada. as beiflg along the line of pos¬ 
sible adoption here in case the war 
should be protracted and more dras¬ 
tic action should become necessary to 
secure Uie authorised increase of the 
Canidlso forces to half a million men. 

Under the New Zealand act, which 
contemplates the securing of full and 
detailed Information aa lb the num-, 
ber of men available for enlist MR, 
every male resident Is required to 
furnish to the government a schedule 
giving full particulars as tc age. na 
tionality, occupation, depeudenu, etc., 
and also stating whether he Is willing 
to enlist for active service. For fail¬ 
ure to rurnlsh the particulars re¬ 
quired or for making false statements 
a penalty of |5uo or six mouths’ im¬ 
prisonment Is provided. 

The Will to Win 

The empire ia securely anchored In 
the see. from the inexhaustible re¬ 
sources of the sea wj are drawing our 
strength. There is no giound for 
pessimism. Pessimism is a crime 
when we confront determined, well- 
informed end highly orgaulzed ene¬ 
mies. Pessimism atrophies the mind, 
sspe the energy, dispirits the nation, 
and encourages the foes. We must 
preserve the will to wlh. If tbe peo¬ 
ple of this country (with their rulers) 
could obtain a vision of what has been 
done and the greater things which 
still can be done by the aid of see 
power, Ihere would be no feeling of 
depression, but we should be full of 
confidence, end that confidence would 
be shared by allies and neutrals to 
our advaaUgn — Fortnightly Review. 


Under the escort of offloers assign¬ 
ed hr the admiralty, a correspondent 
of tho Associated Press sod a party 
of foreign Journalists wore given' the 
Onl opportunity to visit one of the 
great naval bases on the coast, where 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines 
are assembled for their watch over 
the North Sea and from which big 
point ocean going submarines are 
seat on forages to the Baltic and to 
the Dardanelles. 

It waa an lmpreealva alghl of con¬ 
centrated power and alert readiness 
with long lines of battle-scarred cruis¬ 
ers stretching seaward and headed by 
the famous A re thus a. Back of them 
a vast flotilla of destroyers, then a 
coun less number of submarines of 
the latest D and E type, which have 
recently performed such brilliant 
work from the Dardanelles to the Bos¬ 
phorus and throughout the Baltic. 

The day waa typical of the rigors 
the British fleet la now experiencing 
in the North Sea, with rain pelting 
tbe sailors In oilskins, a north wind 
cutting the sea into foam, and sea¬ 
gulls everywhere. The little flahiug 
village on the coast had been traus 
formed by the war into a vast naval 
rendezvous, with storehouses stretch¬ 
ing a half mile, prepared to re-equip 
an armada and send U back to sea 
within two hours of Ita arrival 

Here also were the "mother ships," 
ranged In long lines along the quay, 
ready to receive back their fighting 
children each time they came from a 
raid or a battle. The huge estab¬ 
lishment was vibrating with *nergy 
and In the harbors mine sweepers 
wore coming back from their work, 
hydro-aeroplanes were manoeuvring 
and black smoke from the funnels of 
the cruisers and destroyers told of 
their readluesa to dash out to sea af¬ 
ter an enemy craft. 

The Arethusa and the light cruleer 
squadron had Just returned from 
scouting along the German coast In 
search of a German fleet which waa 
said to have ventured out from the 
Kiel canal. Nothing had been seen of 
the German ships and the British of¬ 
ficers—tbe men who had now receiv¬ 
ed their stars In the famous fighting 
under Vice-Admiral 8lr David Beatty 
—were derisive at the Idea that the 
Germans would venture forth. 

One of the officers who was In com¬ 
mand of the torpedo tubes when they 
fired the deadly missiles which struck 
the German cruiser Blucher. and sent 
her reeling to the bottom in the great 
fight of last January, pointed out 
these self-same tubee and told bow 
they had worked. 

"Flret. we let go that one," he said, 
"and then this one. It waa this one 
that hit tbe Blucher amidships She 
was lying off shore about 1,600 yards. 
The thing that Impressed me after we 
hit her wae the deadly stillness It 
was terribly still until (lie great ship 
threw up her bow, turned clean over 

Battleships to Survive 

Single Torpedo 

Future American VeSeels Will Have 
to be Hit Twice to Sink 

Future American battleships will oe 
able to survive the explosion of a 
single torpedo against tnelr hulls, re¬ 
gardless of where they are struck, in 
uie opinion of U.8. navy experts. Ex¬ 
periments which have been In pro¬ 
gress for more than a year, it is 
learned, have demonstrated that two 
or more torpwioes must find their 
mark before ships sub-divided and 
protected as the new American craft 
can be sent to the bottom. 

The two eupcrffreaunougbUi and 
two battle cruisers congress has been 
asked to authorise this year will u« 
designed on this plan. Battleships 
Noe. 43 and 44. contracts for which 
have already been swarded to the 
star* Island and New York navy 
yard*, have added Interior construe 
tlon resulting from the study made o. 
the queatlon of torpedo defense since 
the outbreak of the European war. 
But later ships will have even increas¬ 
ed provisions In this regard. 

The experiments are continuing 
and officials expect further Informa¬ 
tion on the subject to be developed. 
Details of the work are regarded as 
confidential, but It la known that 
some experts are at least hopeful that 
a type of construction will be involv¬ 
ed which will greatly reduce the ef¬ 
fectiveness of either mines or tor¬ 
pedoes against beavy ships. 

Suffering of Serb Army 

Army Encountered Terrible Hard¬ 
ships In Its Fight 

. Hardships encountered by the Ser- 
bian army In ita flight through the 
mountains ot Albania are deecrioed in 
a letter to the Parle 1 stupe sent trem 
Scutari. 

“This Is the sixth capital Serbia 
has had during the two months," eays 
the writer. "After Nish It waa Kra- 
levo. then Raska. Mitrovitxa, Pris- 
rend and, finally, Scuiart. 

"As a tourist 1 am acquainted with 
the Alps, the Carpathan* and the 
Pyrentieea, but 1 nave never seen 
such goat paths for roada running 
along the edge or terrible precipices 
and the aides of peaks In the clouds. 
The officials of me Serbian govern 
ment rode little mountain ponies, but 
often they had to abandon their 
mounts ami go on foot. I have seen 
their horses slip and fall into abysses. 
Sometimes, one had to go on all fours 
Some, to a*ohl vertigo, bad to be guid¬ 
ed with closed eyes 

"Then there was snow, which caus¬ 
ed fresh suffering. Roada were worn 
through (he enow a yard deep. Al¬ 
banian guerillas were taking pot ahotyi 
st us from behind rocks high up or 
from opposite sides of the canyons. 

"The army could not briog Its guns 
and convoys through such country 
When we began to enter It we had t« 
destroy automobiles, wagons vehicles 
and every sort of gun. Officers end 


"Yes. thle s la the one that did It," 
and he patted this terrible death dash¬ 
ing engine affectionately, aa If U were 
hie ohild, which In truth It haa been 
since he laid the Blucher low. Bears 
of battle were all over the ship, which 
the officers pointed out with the pride 
that a Heldelburg student displays 
when he exhibits his wounds. A deck 
galley amtdeh 1 pa had been entirely 
shot away, a molelt* shell having as 
ploded In It This has been rebuilt. 
On* dent In the side armor was point' 
•d out, aa big as a washbowl. The 
upper works wore literally peppered 
with shrapnel, but the scars were now 
neatly bandaged with two Inch rlvah 
tod steel plates eo that the saocy Are- 
thus# waa again as good aa ever. 

The party now went aboard the 
latest type of big destroyers, which 
are here ranged tn great battalions 
with steam up>. They are very fast, 
some of them making 17 to 38 knots 
and oven touching 42 knots on a mea¬ 
sured mile, while all of them regular* 
ly do 36 knots on regular servlco- (A 
knot la 2,u36 varus). , 

Lying outside of them were the sub¬ 
marines of the D end E type, lb* 1 li¬ 
ter being sea-going craft of graai 
radius which nqw are making distant 
under sea vojaghs to the Baltlo and 
to the Dardanelles The smaller D 
boats have the trim outlines of an 
eight-oar racing shell, but the new 
ocean rangers are *a ugly as some 
submarine monster with a steel fin 
running fore end aft and a camels 
bump atnldsbip for a deck. One of 
the commanders pointed out their fine 
qualities. 

"They can stay under water for 7S 
hours," be said, "yes, three day* with¬ 
out Inconvenience to the crew from 
lack of air. Tbe D boats ere good for 
runs of 24 hours under water, but th* 
E boats make 72 hours just as easily. 
During these long deep water rune 
they thread their way through tho 
Skager Rack or skin around T-n.-rlff* ‘ 
and past Gibraltar, with aa much ea** 
under water as above. 

“The direction and proximity of dis¬ 
tance from land are all determined 
with mathematical accuracy by tn* 
science of navigation and the steering 
goes on as easily under water as 
above." 

There are many famous sea fighter* 
among the destroyers. Including the 
Lance, which helped to slitk the Koev 
Igen I anils* off Havre and was In th* 
Heligoland battle. In fact, all theoo 
ships had seen battle service unleao 
they had Juit coma from the yards 
and the Aretbusa's men were proud rf 
the Cart that she had gone from the 
shipyard into battle. 

"Yes." said one of her officer*, "wo 
got out of the yard on a Saturday, wo 
were in the fight by Wednesday and 
had sunk a battleship and were bark 
in the yard again by next Saturday. 
How Is that tor a record?" 

I soldiers wept as they demolished 
their guns, those pieces of steal which 
they r.i breach friends.' tho 

ordnance having been made at Creueo. 
The men had been attach•••! to them 
and many artillerists served tile samp 
gua for years Some officers refused 
to destroy their pieces, saying they 
<1 to use their last bit of 
strength In trying to save them, and 
some of them have succeeded and 
actually have brought their gun* 
across 

"Altogether there have arrived by 
various routes six thousand women 
and children. The tragedy of the sit* 
nation is that the army has almost 
nothing to eat The soldiers had no 
bread for four days, but 1 small quan¬ 
tities of flour were kept for th# 
women and children."

Sixty-Seven Trawlers 

Captured Fleet of Germs* Vessels 
Now Anchored at Dover 

Charles Bigelow, a New York 
chant, with a branch office in Liver* 
pool, who arrived In Now York recent¬ 
ly. told of the recent capture of aJxty- 
Heven German steam fighting trawl¬ 
ers by the strategy of a British aaval 
officer The captured fleet Is now ai 
anchor at Dover. 

"About a month ago,'" he said, "tho 
commander of a destroyer which had 
been out to the North Sea Aahiog 
fleet found litre. German fishing 
trawlers on the German coast with 
the British and French boats lio 
went on board to see if they bad any 
guns, and. finding nothing suspici¬ 
ous. he told their skippers to go 
ahead.

;lng fleet, and captured sixty-seven 

[ trawlers which were taken into 
Do*«r I «!o not know whn; 

value of the vessels Is. but they will 
be very useful to the admiralty for 
mine sweepers The cargo?! of fish 
brought 816,000 at Dover.’’
